This is 
a very attractive concession 
and the people presently being 
served by the services of the 
private operators are not getting 
full advantage of this scheme. 
Similarly special passes are 
issued to the public at the rate 
of Rs. 40 (Rupees forty only ) 
valid for all routes and which 
are also transferable . Time 
table & Guide is printed re 
gularly twice a year in Hindi 
and English and made available 
to the public at nominal price 
and similarly passenger queue 
shelters are being constructed 
at all the important stands to 
protect the travelling public 
from elements of nature while 
waiting for the buses. 


The Scheme published in Delhi 
Gazette Part IV dated 22 - 11 -62 
is hereby cancelled .
